These ttrikiuji^ 
marks of dscay have recently been made the i-ub- 
ject of extended di.-tus.sions li^- tl'e Knjjlish pres?, 
injvhich we may be sure they lo:-e none of their 
jWjier t^igniticar.ce. So far from this, they have 
been drawn out under the foree of Hriti^h logic into 
the utmost tension of their meaning;, and fortitied by 
all the additional signs of Freiieh de^xeneraey wliich 
the keen fcceut of national prejudice could iletect. 

The case, after making due allowance> for the 
coloring of British zeal, is truly a startling one, 
:".n'i well adajited to awaken serious thought in oth- 
er countries as well as m France, since everythuig 
"that tiimw lii;hl upt^ii the secret of national tlirift 
or decay is of vit;il concern to even the most pros- 
perotis of nations. The ground on which the Kng- 
lish publicists rest the as.sertion of Trencli decay is, 
beside tlie leading indications already noticed, the 
fact that the Rtandard of height in the French army 
has I "•en repeatedly reduced within the last fifty 
years, hugge.-ting if not justifying tlie inference 
thai the French are physically' a .smaller people than 
they once were, and generally that France has re- 
tired from the ticld of conquest and colonization on 
which .'■he wrestled w ith (so much succesi before the 
Kev olution, w ithout exhibiting similar energy on any 
other lield. Though it is probable that these latter 
considerations are thniwn in chiefly or merely to add 
a finishing shade to the picture. They do not at all 
•vent.s appear to Lie very satisfactory.

But when ha gntTelj 
mentions the dwlera, the price of provkiaaa, 
and the Crimean war, as the activ* esues flf so 
early , w ide-s p read , d urable ,aiid augmenting an eflbct, 
he forfeits the plausibility of his positioa and sinks 
to the level of a mere theorizer. His statistics are 
doubtle«8 reliable enough, but the speculations he 
bases upon them are scarcely more legitimate than 
the visions that rise l)efore his sleeping spirit. It is 
not at all surprising that they should be generally dis- 
missed, even by Frenchmen themselves, as utterly 
inadequate to ex]>lain the result. Such are the va- 
garies of men of facts. In spite of the proverbial 
veracity of figures, w« believe that statisticians are 
really the wildest reasooers under heaven. Like 
those crooked-legged water-fowl that rarely leave 
their uative clement, they rise with extnma diffi- 
culty, but, when once on wing, th^ MM* ify ant of 
sight. But this by the way. 

As the case now stands, we must think, with 
many of her most sagacious statesmen, that France, 
beneath the sujierlicial gUttar «f the empire, is at 
heart Muitten with torpor and decay. That she is 
IrretrievabU' smitten does not follow, and, whatever 
degree of force their may be in tlie still unanswer- 
ed if not unansw^erable .strictures of the English 
press, we trust that she will recover herself in the 
future, and go teward to a dMtkqr beittiag her glo- 
rious spirit.

Le.xikgtok, Monday, May 25. 

The delegates appointed t'o attend the Conurega- 

tional Ass<K'iHtion of Massadiusetts, and Xow Tlamp- 
sliire, and Kliwle I-laml, re;,/irteii. ^uid their rejM«rts 
represent that the two last named bodies had defined

Rev. C. C. Jones, D. D., was appointed as prind- 
pal to preach the annual sermon on DoBMstic Mia* 
sions before the next Cieiieral AsaMDbi^, aad Dr. J. 
L, Kirkpatrick, hLs alternate. 

The order of the day was taken up^ viz: The con- 
sideration of the report of the committee on tbe re- 
port of the Board of Foreign Missions. Rev. Dr. 
J. I^eightou Wilson, one ot the Secretaries of the 
Board, who had lieen seventeen yejirj a Missionary 
in Africa, addres.sed the Asaembly, making some 
general statements in regard to the work of the 
Board, and the increasing demand for extended 
operations. The work is progressing, the health of 
some Mi.ssionaries has failed, which is a discourage- 
ment. New laliorers are offering their services to 
the Board. Converts have multiplied, esjjccially 
among Indian tribes. Overseventy have been added 
to one church. Timy liva ^iMirtantly, as among us. 
In Papal Rome, SonthAaieriea, India, China, and 
Palestine, the progress is cheering. The Board are 
not alile, as advised by the Assembly, and demand 
by the signs of the times, to enlarge for want of 
funds. Tbie treasury is in debt over $11,000.

Le.xington, Ky., Tuesday, May 26. 
After the usual religbus services, the Rev. Dr. 
Gustavus Abel, delegate from tlie Reformed Dutch 
Chiuch, was introduced, and addressed the a.ssem- 
bly. He gave the statistics of his church to l>e, 
tliree synmls, and two hundred and seventy-five 
churches. He complimented this assembly as the 
most august body he ever met, though he tiad been 
in the Ecclesiastical Senates of England, France, and 
h id seen the assemlded Cardinals of Home. The 
Moderator replied in a most appropriate and happy 
manner.

Coat^ of arms c.inic into vogue in ther^gBof 
Richard I, of Knglaml. and l>ecame hereditary in 
families about the year 111)2. They took their rise 
from the knighte painting their banners with differ- 
ent figures to distinguish them in the Crusades. 
The first standing army of modem timaa waa es- 
o m"'1i2 I tal^lished by Charles VII of France, fa 144*. Pre- 
'74«'»i5o vious to that time the king had depended upon his 
nobles for contingents in time of war. A standing 
army was first established iu England in 1G38, by 
Chariaa I. bat it was declared illegal, as well as the 
orgaaixanoa of the royal guards 1679. The first 
permanent military band mstituted in England 
was the yeomen of the guards, established in 1 186. 

Guns were invented by Swartz, a German, about 
1378, and were brought into use by the Venetians in 
1382. Cannon were invented at an anterior date. 
They were first used at the battle of Cressv in i:^G. 
In EngUnd they were first need at tlia siege of Ber- 
wick in 1405. It was not until 1544, however, that 
they were cast in England. They were u.sed on 
board of ships bv the Venetians in 1. '),'{'.), and were in 
use among the 'I'urks about the same time. An ar- 
tillerv compaay was inatitnted in England for week- 
ly military ezerdses fa 1610. 

Insurance of ships was first practised in the reign 
of (";esar, in \h. It was a general t ustoni in I'. irof* 
iu 111*4. Insurance offices were lirst established in 
Ixmdou in 1667. 

Astronomy was first studied by the ftloors, and was 
by them introduced into Europe in 1201. The rapid 
progress of modem astronomy dates f^om the time 
of Copernicus. Books of astronomy and geometry 
were destroy ed, as iTii'ected -with magic, iu England 
under the reign of Kdward VI, in \'>oi. 

Banks were first established by the Lomliard Jews 
in Italy. The name is derived from ioaco, beiwb — 
benches being erected in the market-places for the 
exchange of money, &c. The lirst public iiank was 
at Venice, about l"5i30. The bank of England was 
established in IGltS. In 169o its notes were at 20 per 
cent, discount. 

The invention of bells is attributed to Paulmus, 
Bishop of Nola, m Campania, about the year 400. 
The}' were first introduced into churches as a de- 
fense against thunder and lightning in 900. They 
were fliat hmp up in England at Croyland Abbey, 
lanoolnaliiie, m 945. In the eleventh centurv and 
later it waa the custom to baptize them m the 
churches bcfiiie they were used.

Illegitimate birth.s are quite 
rare, and are looked upon as a lasting shame and 
disgrace t(> both parties. The practice of "bundling" 
which, uulil recently, was verv common among Fin- 
nish lovers, very seldom led to such results, and 
their mani ige speedily removed the dishonmr. 

Their manners, socially, in this respect, are cu- 
riously contradictory. Inns, irtiile both sexea free- 
ly mingle in the bath, in a state of nature, while the 
women unhesitatingly scrub, rub. and dry their 
husbands, brothers, or male friend.^, wliile the salu- 
tation for both sexes i.^ an embrace with the right 
arm, a kiss is considered grossly immodest and im- 
proper. A Finnish woman expressed the greatest 
astonishment and horror, at bearing from a Mr. 
Woolley that it was a very common thing in Eng- 
land for husband and wife to kiss each other. "If 
my husband were to attempt such a thing," said she, 
"I would beat him about the ears so that he should 
feel it for a week." Yet iu conversation they are 
very plain and unreserved, though by no means 
grofi.s. They acknowledge that such things as gen- 
eration, gestation, and parturition exist, and it may 
be that Uiis very absence of mystery tends to keep 
chaste so excitable and imaginative a race.
